REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


For the Year Ending February 15, 1914. 


To the Citizens of Marlow: 

Your board has endeavored, to the best of their ability, to 
merit your confidence, support and approval during the past school 
year. We think we have cause to feel reasonably satisfied with 
the results obtained. 

Owing to the small number of scholars situated outside of the 
village limit, we have deemed it wise to adhere to the policy of 
concentrating all under one roof. ‘The board is always ready and 
willing to establish a school in any section of the town when 
conditions warrant the same, but which do not seem to exist at the 
present time. 

We thank those parents who have co-operated with us in sending 
their children to No. 4. 

- As you will see in our financial report, our expenses have been 
neavy, especially in the item of transportation. 

Nevertheless, we are pleased to have been able to give the 
scholars in both the grammar and primary departments thirty-four 
weeks of instruction, the longest school term for quite a period of 
years. 

Miss Sara E. Phelps taught the whole schoo] year in the 
primary department, and we think the progress has _ been 
satisfactory. 

Miss Sarah J. Holland taught the grammar school during the 
spring and fall term. This school has kept up to its usual standard 
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and the progress noted was quite favorable, but after careful con- 
sideration your board came to the conclusion that a change of 
teachers would be for the best interest of the school. 

Miss Mary E. Warde, who taught the winter term came with- 
out any previous experience as a teacher, but full of determination 
to succeed. Her discipline and ability to impart knowledge were 
very good and we ‘eel the board has secured the services of a very 
conscientious teacher. While the ground covered was not as large 
as during some of the past terms, yet what was done was well done. 
We believe it is more preferable that the various subjects be studied 
carefully and thoroughly than in a rapid or careless way. 

In conclusion, we respectfully urge the citizens of the town, 
especially the parents of children, to visit the schools more, and 
see for themselves what is going on, and what progress. is being 
made. 

We ask for your cooperation with the board during the school 
vear of 1914.
